Not only is the city getting up fétes of an Orienta 
character, but the whole colony, from Tunis to the 
frontier of Morocco, is in movement, all the chiefs of 
tribes, at the head of their most skilful horsemen, being 
already on the march for the encampment in the plains 
of the Mitidja. It is now caléulated that at least 60,000 
Arabs will assemble there, and almost incredible ac- 
counts are given of the splendour of the costumes and 
horse trappings which they will display, each tribe 
being anxious to ontdo the other in magnificence. A 
daughter of Abd-el-Kader has recently arrived in Paris, 
for the purpose of entering the Order of the Grey 
Sisters. When the Emir, her father, resided at Broussa, 
he sent the young lady to Constantinople to be educated, 
where she occasionally met with some Christian women, 
and was so struck with the self-devotedness of the 
Sisters of Charity who attended the hospitals during 
the Crimean war, that she determined to join their 
order. Her father, who is capable of appreciating the 
‘gublime features of Christianity, consented to her wish, 
and sheis now in Paris passing her noviciate. The English 
Church at Chamounix will be opened on Thursday, 6th 
Sept., by the Bishopot Winchester. Owing to the increas- 
ing humber of English and A merican visiters, this church 
was much needed, A room in an hotel, which has been 

verto used, was found quite inadequate for the usual 
congregation, A magnificent hotel in the Champs 
Elysees, the property of a Russian nobleman, has just 
been engaged for the Count Leon de Moltke Hviifeldt, 
the new Minister of Denmark. The gildings of the 
ballrooms and saloons alone cost £4,000, so you may 
form some idea ot their splendour! Prince Charles of 
Monaco is here just now ; he is suffering from a serious 
affection of the eye, and has come to consult the occu- 
lists of Paris, so famed for their skill and experience. 
During the recent fine weather, the farmers in almost 
all the departments have succeeded in getting in their 
corn. At Alenon, they employed for the first time 
there some reaping machines, to the intense wonder 
and astonishment of the peasantry, who came from all 
parts of the country for miles round to see what they 
considered to be a miracle performed. In all 
agricultural improvements they are extremely ignorant 
and bel:indhand in that part of France, and in some 
of the more remote villages I have myself seen them 
digging with wooden spades, and, when told of the kind 
we use, they smiled incredulously, and seemed to think 
theirs was the newest invention, and that it was we who 
were In ignorance ; however, the Emperor’s model farm 
is doing a great deal towards enlightening them on these 
points. The shooting season commences here on the 
Sth, and in some places not till the 15th, being a whole 
month later than other years. / 

Another correspondent, writing at the same date, in- 
forms us 

A very serious affair has taken place at Geneva, 
arising out of the insolence of a French functionary, the 
Mayor of Gex. who actualiy had the audacity to peram- 
buinste the streets of a Swiss city at the hcadof a deputa- 
tion, preceded by atricolor flag. This took place last 
Friday, and the fact of notelegram having been received 
respecting it may be ascribed to the precautions taken 
by the French Government to prevent anything trans- 

iring on the subject. I have, however, received the 
following particulars of the affair. Gex is a little French 
town, close to the Swiss frontier, and the shortest road to 
the new possessions of the lake lies through Geneva. The 
mayor, on the arrival of the Emperor at Thonon, imme- 
diately got up a deputation, provided himself with a 
huge tricolor flag, and with this waving in front of 
them, the procession started to present their respects to 
the Emperor. With their fog still unfuried, they made 
their appearance in the streets of Geneva, singing“ Par- 
tant pour la Syrie,“ and shouting “ Vive [f Empereur.” 
It was not to be expected that the Genoese would, es- 

cially in their present temper, put up with this insult.

THE EMPEROR IN SAVOY. 

The Patrie continues to publish enthusiastic and 
rose-coloured letters from Savoy. [ta correspondent 
is in a state oí constant beatitude, In his last he ex 
plains * the unanimous and passionate movement which 
throws Savoy into the arms oí France !”’ 

“The annexation under Napoleon III. has the 
double good fortune of realising both ancient 
and modern traditions. Never was the situation 
of a people more in accordance with its instincts, 
ite aspirations, its material, moral, and intellectual 
wants, The Emperor will have no better subjects than 
the people of Savoy, and we shall have no better 
fellow-colntrymen. Thonon and Sallanches have 
welcomed the Emperor and the Empress, as did 
Chambery and Annecy. More cannot be said. ‘here 
is, perhaps, in the acclamations of Chablais and 
Paucigny a tint worthy of note. The other Savoy 

pulations think only of the happiness of sceing the 

»peror and Empress those of Chablais and Faucigny 
combine with this happiness the pleasure ol replyi ꝶ to 
neighbouring hostilities, to daily abuseand calumnies. 
Who has a right to complain of it?

A third letter from Naples in the Siecle gays: 

“The King, on hearing the disastrous accounts of 
the insurrection, said ina sorrowful tone to those around 
bim, My soldiers, nevertheless, promised to defend 
me. Sire, said a general, who was standing near, 
‘when the soldiers are in your presence they ory. 
“Tong live the King,” but the moment they turn their 
backs, and it is necessary to lead them against the 
enemy, they cry, “ Garibaldi for ever.” That sorcerer 
of a man has bewitched them, and no one can any longer 
be relied on.’ The old lazzaroni, those traditional 
supporters of the tirone of Naples, but now become 
Italian people, have lately — feelings of a threat- 
eniny character.“ 

A Milan letter of the let says :—" 

„General Cialdini will have at Forli three divisions 
of inſantry, six battalions of riflemea, three regiments 
of lancers, nine batteries of fleld artillery, and three 
companies of engineers. For some days past the rail- 
way from Turin to Bologna has been encumbered with 
stores intended for this corps darmee. Cialdini has 
sent for his park of reserve from Turia, and two nights 
ago they were sent off by special train, Another point 
of concentrat.on has to be mentioned, and that is Pia- 
cenza. The head-quarters formerly at Alesw ndria have 
been transferred to that place, and General Sonnaz and 
staff are already there.” 

Garibaldi has decreed the adoption of the decimal 
system for the coinage in Sicily. The new pieces bear 
the head of his Sardinian Majesty, with the legend 
“Victor Emmanuel, King of Italy.“ 

A correspondent from Rome writes, 28th ult, :— 
“This is the dullest season of the year, and the 
streets are quite deserted in the middle of the day. It 
is now well understood that the French troops are to 
remain here another year, and that order will be main- 
tained as usual in Rome and its vicinity. This circum- 
stance gives satisfaction to a large number who have 
houses to let to strangers.” 


INTERNAL ORGANISATION. OF NEW ITALY. 
Signor Farini, the Minister of the Iutertor of the 
Italian Kingdom, has delivered in the Council of State 
at Turin an address to the commissioners charged 
to investigate the new scheme for the provincial 
administration, He expressed his conviction that 
the Italians would graiually recover their ancient 
glory and vigour by means of political, military, and 
financial unity, as established by the Statuto, by 
uniformity in their civil and penal laws, and by ad- 
ministrative liberty. When Europe was differently or- 
ganised, the same result had been obtained by self- 
ruling municipalities, but in the present age the con- 
stitution of powerful states was opposed to that 
system. A new organisation, based on more exten- 
sive principles, had now become necessary, If the 
recent enlargement of the kingdom had been re- 
stricted to Lombardy alone, the maintenance of a cen- 
tral administration, with the simultaneous creation 
of a more extensive provincial constitution, might 
have given rise to a pernicious dualism, and prudence 
would therefore limit all concession to that of greater 
freedom merely for the several municipalities. But since 
the Emilia and Tuscany had been annexed, not by the 
advice of Europe but by the conscious will of the inhabi- 
tants,the problem which the Italian statesmen had now to 
solve was to ascertain the true conditions of civil society 
in Italy, and the path itwas pursuing; in other words, their 
task would be to make the unity of the state harmonise 
with the development of local life. Hence the provin- 
ces, communes, and corporations must retain their liber- 
ties, and the educational, charitable, and municipal 
institutions must progressively be emancipated from the 
control of the central bureaucracy. 
In order to effect this work of decentralisation suc. 
cessfully tor the country at large, the Minister (Farini) 
was of opinion that the natural divisions of Italy should 
be respected. He couid not recommend any arbi- 
trary division into certain districts, such as ob- 
tained in France, but trusted more to time than to force 
to form the sev. ral groups or centres by means of which 
a perfect organisation would be generated. Public opi- 
nion would be the best guide to follow, That public opi- 
nion was chiefly directed at present by the idea of unity, 
which eciipsed all minor considerations, but the unity 
once obtained, by which strength, prosperity, and per- 
manent peace could alone be secured, the artificial divi- 
sions resulting from treaties, public or private, the old 
political divisions in short, were not to be consulte 
so much as those indicated by the geographical con- 
figuration and the historic life of Italy. The limits 
of these several regions, of these natural centres of 
Itatian life, being once ascertained, their special attri- 
butions might then be determined He (M. Farini) 
did not himself approve of giving to each of those larger 
territorial circumscriptions an elected representative 
body similar to that possessed by the provinces and 
the communes; the interests of the provinces, and much 
more so those of the commyaes, being of a fluctuating 
nature, whilst the interests they had in common, 
throughout an extensive region, were simple and per- 
manent. “ Other and graver reasons,” he went on to 
observe, “ do not permit us, in my opinion, to give an 
electoral representation to the great circumecrip- 
tions (or counties). A numerous cougell, deliberating 
with high authority on the ioterests of extensive 
districts, in cities which were formerly capital cities. 
would offer the semblance of a Parliament; and leagues, 
formed of several councils, might be tempted by the 
spirit of usurpation natural to all large representative 
assemblies to intringe on the authority of the state, 
and dimiuish the freedom of those solemn delibera- 
tions which belong exclusively by the law and by 
reason of state to the national Parliament. Ina the 
national Parliament, local interests, desires, rivalries, and 
prejudices play a very subordinate part. But, on the 
contrary, in what might be called these administrative 
Parliaments, those interests, prejudices, and the like, 
would predominate, and might occasionally seriously 
affect the supreme authority and power of the 
State. In another point of view, such representative 
assemblics would oppose our attairment of the 
object we are seeking to achieve—namely, that 
administrative centralisation which will be need- 
ful end agreeable to the whols of the eivil com- 
munity.” The province ought, as the Minister went on 
to observe, to attend to ite own interests, its roads, 
canals, sanitary regulations, schools, and charities. In 
each province, however, the representative of the 
Government ought to possess sufficient authority for 
expediting certain local matters not necessarily depen- 
dent upon the provincial administration. As foi the 
commune, that was the first foundation for all fred 
countries; there the natural tendencies of the inhabdi- 
tants could best be developed, and the duties of 
citizenship be best learned and practised ; there could 
the ‘national traditions be preserved, and there th 
resistance had been perpetuated to those bad — 
mente, domestic or foreign, which had tormented so large 
a part of Italy. Hence the communes and their repre- 
set tatives ought to have ample powers for the settlement 
of their own interests, for enforcing their bye-laws, and 
maintaining public order, in so far as those attributed 
should not be incompatible with the general public 
liberty. In aceordance with these principles, he ther 
detailed the project of internal organisation which thé 
Ministry of King Victor Emanuel are about to propos¢ 
for the Italian monarchy.

THE LATEST RAILWAY CATASTROPIE. 
he aceident to an excursion train on the East Lan- 
hire Railway, oa Monday, has a painful resemblance 
svious accidents. Any occurrence causing such 
Jreadtul lors of life—eleven or twelve killed, and over 
sjured—would be sad enough, but if it Indi- 
„as we think it does, particular kinds of neglect, 
burring again and again in spite of repeated warnings, 
s much more painful—tor we naturally think that 
‘ba result might have been prevented, and that such 
ults are likely to occur again. 
An excursion train returning home to Burnley left 
anchester on Monday night. The excursion season 
a, we suppose, set in full tide in that neighvourhood, 
there were three excursion trains on that live that 
ht; and for the use of one of the trains—the second 
Ahe East Lancashire Company borrowed two carriages 
bm the Chester and Birkenhead Company. The first 
the three trains went through its journey safely. 
The second train arrived at Heimshore on ite way home 
midnight—a rather late hour for an excursion train 
idcked with men, women, and children. The stoppage 
the train at Helmshore caused the carriages to re- 
und, and the couplings of one of the borrowed car- 
Ares was broken. Fifteen carriages were thus dissevered 
im the engine aad the two first carriages ; and these 
been rolled backward, ‘The line here has an incline ot 
out 1 in 78 yards, and the carriages, gathering impetus 
they rolled down the hill, ran back about a quarter of 
mile. Unfortunately, a third excursion train had left 
fanchester twenty minutes after the second, and though 
driver foresaw fora few minutes the coming col- 
ion, he was unable to prevent it, and the train dashed 
most full speed into the fifteen carriages, The conse 
ences were shocking. Eleven persous were killed on 
„ spot; twenty-two persons had their legs broken, 
d others have received wounds that will probably add 
jeatly to the list of the dead. “Two of the carriages 
bre literally broken to splinters, and in others the 
ternal fittings were wrenched from the shells, and in 
e openings were human bodies and limbe,”’ 
We have not to go far to seek the causes of the event. 
á the first place, we have possibly an excessive and 
verish development of excursion traffic; trains rapidly 
lijliowing trainsat midnight, and the company's own 
arriages unable to supply the ex ceptional demand.

These couplings belonged to the 
rowed carriages, and on examination the iron was 
und to be bad. Now we may understand, though not 
yustity, one of the company’s own carriages incidentally 
verlooked for a day or two, so that a new fault might 
not be detected, but surely a borrowed carriage ought 
to have been submitted to an inspection sufficient to 
have detected this fault. We find that there were two 
break vans in the run-away section of the train ; one 
of the guards applied his break, but the other “ was 
assisting passengers to alight” —aod was therefore not 
at his post to do his duty. Why did he leave his post ? 
The one break was not sufficient to stop the carriages, 
nd they rolled backwards totheir fate. The amount ot 

k power in the third excursion train is not stated; at 
ali events it was not sufficient to arrest the train, although 
the carriages coming to meet it were rolling very 
siowly—impelled oaly by their own weightdowa the 
hill. 

Weare inclined to attribute the accident to more 
than one cause. The “ hurry” attendant on excur- 
sion trains—inducing guards to leave their posts and 
ind a helping hand to the porters and station-master— 
is indirectly one cause of the accident. ‘The defective 
condition of the borrowed carriage is, perhaps, the most 
important of all, and its non inspection is probably due 
to the exceptional and irregular character of excursion 
rains. The deficiency, however, most suggestive to 
our mind is a deficiency of sufficient break power, 
Most trains are furnished with breaks powerful enough 
lor ordinary occasions—tor stopplug a train on & level 
road—bat in this case the third excursion train was 
not able to stop itself in time to avoid the 
collision, although it was moving up hill at the 
time. This surely indicates deficiency in break power 
—the besetting sin of railway companies. Colonel 
Yolland, in his recent report on the Ilunslet-lane 
Junction accident, says :— A train turnished with a 
sufficient amount of break power for the speed with 
which it is intended to travel is the exeeption, not 
the rule.” The writer, who has investigeted the 
causes of many railway accidents, adde Í am 
almost tired of making the same remark.” 1. 
is certainly disheartening to flad railway com- 
panies, in a matter involving life and death, 
again and again neglecting these proper mechanical 
precautions, In the report quoted above Colonel 
Yoiland says, as to that particular accident :—* This 
accident would have been avoided if a proper amount 
of break power had been sent with this excursion train. 
Had each guard been furnished with the means of 
putting breaks on the two carriages next to their vans, 
by means of contiauous breaks, the traia would have 
beon stopped short of the junction.” Captain Tyler, in

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THE SECOND OF THE NEW GALWAY OCEAN 
STRAMERS 


The scheme originated by Mr. Lever, “the man for 
Galway,” for bringing London and the seat of the 
United States Government within six days of each 
other, and for improving the trade of that town which 
he has the honour to represent in Parliament, was, to 
say the least of it, & bold one. The conditions of the 
contract with Government obliged the company to 
secure ships of the best possible sailing qualities, 
and the two veseela which have been built upon 
the Tyne are not only all that could reasonably 
be desired, so far as speed is concerned, but as speci- 
mens of naval architecture in an wmsthetical sense 
they may fairly claim a first place in the steam 
marine of England. The Lriuster is in all respects 
the same as the Connaught, the build and dimen- 
sions of which have been so recently and so fully 
described in our columns. She is 370 feet in length 
over all, 360 feet being ber length of keel. She is pro- 
—< by three oscillating cylinders, the cylinders 

ng 80 inches in diameter, and the engines 800 
nominal and 9,000 actual horse power, The steam is 
generated in eight boilers, having a heating surface ot 
20,000 square feet, and are heated by 40 furnaces fitted 
with Beardsmore and Galloway's patent steam super- 
heaters, Like her sister, the Leinster is 40 feet beam. 
and 71 feet 6 inches over the paddles The latter are 
34 feet diameter, with feathering floats, 12 feet by 
4 feet 8 inches. She ia built in air-tight compartments, 
and every improvement in iron ship building previous 
to the time she was laid on the stocks has been taken 
advantage of in constructing her; while, at the same 
time, there are features in her build of great importance, 
which are peculiar to her elder sister and herself. The 
saloon of the Leinster is ficted up in a style of magnificence 
kindred to that lavished upon the saloon of the Con- 
naught. The framing is of bird's-eye maple, and beautiful 
wainut panels alternate with flaely-painted Irish land- 
scapes. Among these we observed & view of the 
Upper Lake of Killarney, Muckross Abbey, a Scene in 
Wicklow, the Devil's Glen, Wicklow, the Cove of Cork, 
Dublin Bay, Lower Lake of Killarney, &c.

There are 570 berths aboard, those attached to 
the saloon being superbly fitted up; and although in the 
second cabin there be not thesame degree of luxury and 
splendour, the comfort of all classes of passengers has 
been consulted in the building and fitting up of every 
part ot the ship. Fifteen months only have 
since the commencement of the Connaught, and the 
fact that that vessel and the Leinster, one of the same 
style and magnitude, have been launched in that com- 
paratively brief period, shows at one and the same time 
the energy of the Messrs, Palmer, aad the vast resources 
of their establishment at Jarrow. 

The launch of the Connaught, ouf readers will ro- 
member, Was in every respect successful, and that of 
her sister was not less so, although the event of Sa- 
turday by no means attracted such a crowd of specta- 
tors as was attracted by the launch of the first-named 
vessel. Still there was a large ouwber of ladies and 
gentiemen in the building-yard, and every polat in 
its vicinity in which a view of the vessel could be ob- 
tained was occupied’ by people who had come from 
considerable distances to see the Letoster introduced 
to her native element, ‘The opposite shore of the river
